December 1st Set for 


Public Hearing 


Christmas Plans 


to Be Made by 


Business Men 


Passing upon two resolutions of 


intention concerning an order for 
improvement of several city streets 
at a special meeting last Monday 
night, the city council agreed upon 
December 1st as the date for hear- 
ing of any objections by property 
owners along the specified streets 
and also agreed upon December 15th 
as the opening date for bids on the 
actual improvement work. 


Streets under consideration are as 


follows: 


Job No. 1—All of Adams Park 


, drives, North Fifth street and Val- 


encia Place between the park and 
Covina boulevard, and the south side 
of part of Covina boulevard and the 
east side of part of Hollenbeck. No 
gutters are to be placed except along 
the North Fifth street and Valencia 
Place projects. 


Job No. 2—College street, one 


block between First street and San 
Jose, without guttering. 


The resolution reads to the effect 


that the city of Covina announces 
intention to order improvement of 
the various streets before described 
and will issue bonds for the cost and 
expenses. The bonds will pay seven, 
per cent per annum for a period of 
10 years, as provided in the improve- 
ment act of 1911, and will be issued 
against each parcel amounting to 
$25 or more. These bonds, according

The resolution describes the con- 


struction as being 2%-inch oil and 
macadam (the same as county roads 
hereabouts), with three layers of 
rock and two layers of oil, to make 
the surface thoroly impervious. Maps 
and blueprints accompanying the 
resolution reveal the exact location 
'of the improvement. 


Any objections to the present 


plans as adopted by the city council 
will have to be written out and 
placed in the hands of the city clerk, 
John Hutchinson, before December 
1st, the time of the hearing in the 
city hall. 


NEON SIGN DESIGNED 


Councilman Davis, who was'pres- 


ent at the meeting, produced a lay- 


. out of the proposed neon sign to be 


placed somewhere near Alosta and 
Citrus avenues, Covina, to point to- 
ward this city from the vein of 
traffic running along Foothill boule- 
vard. 


The sign, according to layout, is 


7% feet long and 3Va feet high. The 
letters, Covina, are oblong and in 
red, and a blue arrow below points 
in the proper direction. The cost, 
including post and fittings, will be 
$225. It is planned to suspend the 
face of the sign out from the post 
by • means of brackets. The plans 
were submitted by the Q. R. S. Neon 
Sign corporation of Los Angeles, de- 
signers of the Covina-Baldwin Park 
sign now located in El Monte on 
Valley boulevard. 


Because of the fact that construc- 


tion and improvement of North Cit- 
rus avenue is still going on in the 
vicinity of the proposed location of 
this sign, no definite spot will be 
chosen until sometime later.

to Return With 


New Telescope 


Professor G. W. Ritchey, whose 


home ranch is a few miles north- 
west of Covina, off Bonita avenue, 
will soon return to the United States 
and from Valliere, France, with a 
new telescope which he will set up 
at Miami, Florida. 


According to an article in Sun- 


day's Times, this instrument, which 
las been designed and assembled by 
Mr. Ritchey, is called the Ritchey- 
Jhretin twenty-inch telescope. It is 
said to be revolutionary in that it 
will eliminate entirely the distor- 
tion of out-of-axis images, at the 
same time retaining proper focus on 
the central image, producing a pho- 
tograph that will be microscopically 
sharp across the entire range of the 
plate. This telescope has a 54-inch 
tube, with a focal length of 136 
inches, and a clear aperture of 19.9 
inches. 
The mirrors have been 


ground and corrected especially for 
celestial photography.

Large Crowd of 


Covinans Trek 


to Bakersfield 


Approximately four hundred Co- 


vinans celebrated Armistice day last 
Tuesday by following the "Colts" to 
Bakersfield to witness the annual 
clash of north and south prep rep- 
resentatives, Bakersfield high and 
Covina high. 


Two hundred traveled via the 


Southern Pacific special train, which 
left this city at 6 o'clock Tuesday 
morning and arrived in the north- 
ern city at 12:30 afternoon, according 
to Henry Clark. One hundred sixty- 
six were adult fares, twelve were 
half fares, and about twenty-five 
were passes. Two traveled by air, 
Tex Gentry and Charles Ham, and 
the remaining two hundred went by 
automobile. 


Practically all of Covina's busi- 


ness houses were closed Tuesday, 
and those people who remained at 
home were reminded of "The Desert- 
ed City." With the combined help of 
loyal Covinans and Harold Teen in 
the funny paper, the Colts are rather 
well backed, as a rule. 


The secoiid touchdown was com- 


pleted just after the opening of the- 
third quarter. Bakersfield kicked off 
to Covina, but the Colts were unable 
to make any yardage, so Fischer 
punted to Payne.

The third lecture by Dr. Regina 


Wescott in the series on "Human 
Relationships" was given Tuesday 
evening at the grammar school au- 
ditorium.

Up About Same 


as Last Year 


According to a bulletin issued by 


Dr. Charles D. Samuels, soil chem- 
ist, the navels in the districts of Co- 
vina, San Dimas, North Whittier 
Heights, and La Verne are sizing 
almost identical with last year's fig- 
ures. The fruit is now averaging 
2.50 inches in diameter (252 per box) 
with only a slight difference in the 
various districts reported. 


The average growth for all the 


districts is 0.28 inches for the month 
of October. 


In the Covina district the average 


size for October 1st was 2.238 inches; 
for November 1st, 2.496; and is ex- 
pected to attain 2.519 inches by the 
end of this month. The average 
growth for the Covina district is 
0.257 inches.

This year it means that 
putting money into circulation at once will hasten the 
return of "good times." 


"Buy Now for Prosperity" is being seized with a whoop 


by the nation's business men in an attempt to loosen the 
national purse strings. Even President Hoover has offered 
his suggestion that a great national campaign of repairing 
and painting be begun. There are many houses and other 
buildings that are in need of repair and painting, and the 
money spent on such things is money well invested. 


"Buy Now" is not an invitation to reckless spending, 


but sound advice to all who are able to spend. Hundreds 
of thousands of Americans are destitute in the midst of 
plenty, only because the banks of the country are full of 
idle money. The idea is to start that money moving. 


"The difference between prosperity and hard times," 


says the Literary Digest, "is $1 per week per capita." If 
every wage-earner would spend a little more than usual, 
an enormous flood of money would be undammed. First 
to benefit would be the retailer, who then would order 
more goods from the manufacturer. Next the manufac- 
turer, finding orders piling up, would employ men now 
idle. In turn, the newly-employed workmen would add a 
part of their wages to the money in circulation. Thus the 
army of unemployed would vanish, and a "virtuous circle" 
would replace the "vicious" one which is blamed for our 
economic woe.

Cross Intersections Carefully— 


Fifty per cent of the total number of automobile acci- 


dents occur at intersections, we are told by the safety con- 
ference of the California state chamber of commerce. This 
fact is particularly important in this district where road 
crossings are so often obstructed by dense orange foliage, 
making it impossible to see whether or not traffic is coining 
from other directions at the time an approach is made at 
an intersection. 


If the danger of the crossing was fully realized by auto- 


mobile drivers this percentage could be materially reduced. 
The law prescribes the proper approach and crossing of an 
intersection, but cannot guarantee the necessary obedience 
to make them entirely safe. This vital factor lies wholly 
in the hands of the motoring public. 


Everyone recalls the tragic crash of the school bus on 


Glendora and Juanita streets, in which a 14-year-old girl 
lost her life—due to obstruction of view as well as lack of 
care on the part of both drivers. Such accidents are alto- 
gether too frequent, and could be very easily avoided by 
slowing down at such dangerous corners in observance of 
the right-of-way law. 


That law reads as follows: The driver of a vehicle 


approaching an intersection shall yield the right of way 
to a vehicle which has entered the intersection. When two 
vehicles enter at the same time, the driver of the vehicle 
on the left shall yield to the driver on the right. 


Only nineteen states have motor vehicle death rates 


that are higher than California's. The rate of California is 
1.81 deaths for every million gallons of gasoline consumed. 
North Dakota has the lowest rate with .80, and West Vir- 
ginia the highest with 2.62. California motorists consumed 
approximately 1,241,000,000 gallons of gas during 1929 and 
there were 2244 deaths.

Declare War on Citrus Pests— 


Altho cultivation of citrus fruit is a most complicated 


procedure—far more complicated than the average mar- 
keteer realizes—the income from locally-grown fruit this 
year is unusually encouraging, amounting to $3,050,000 
for the Covina area alone. It is believed by those familiar 
with state-wide citrus culture that net returns for the crop 
just shipped will probably exceed those of any other year. 


But the problems confronting the grower continue to 


bob up, year after year, demanding his attention and 
threatening his profit if he does not keep alert. Fertiliza- 
tion, irrigation, frost protection, picking, packing and ship- 
ping—all must be considered in their season, as well as 
the continual threat of insect pests. 


The United States department of agriculture is carry- 


ing on valuable research for the benefit of American grow- 
ers. C. L. Marlatt, chief of the bureauof entomology, is 
the particular foe of billbugs, shuckworms, cotton flea 
hoppers, weevils and borers of various kinds and appetites, 
as well as several varieties of citrus pests which it is the 
bureau's duty to destroy. 


The theory just now being worked on is that for every 


pest there is a parasite which will aid in its eradication. 
Some of these costly creatures are 100 per cent American, 
but others are alien. 


The citrus black fly is a nuisance in the United States, 


hence P. A. Berry, of the bureau, is in Santiago, Cuba, 
rearing and colonizing parasites and creatures that prey 
on the fly. At Kuala Lumpur, Malay States, C. P. Clausen 
is rearing and shipping enemies of the citrus white fly; and 
O. C. McBride and assistants are engaged at Honolulu with 
parasitism of the Mediterranean fruit fly. There seems to 
be an antidote for every poison, needing only discovery 
and application.

EDUCATION 


We spend more money for educa- 


tion than for anything else, but there 
are still hundreds of thousands, if 
not millions, of American grown-ups 
who have never learned to read or 
write. The death the other day of 
Thomas Young, whose occupation 
was tliat of "public writer," in a 
good-sized town close to New York 
city, revealed the fact that hundreds 
of persons in White Plains who 
could not write were in the habit of 
going to him to write their letters 
for them. 


In New York state alone, by the 


census of 1920, there were 425,000 
persons over 10 years old who could 
neither read nor write, and all but 
10,000 of these were over 21. Nor 
were they all foreigners; more than 
30,000 were native-born whites. The 
number is probably smaller now; the 
1930 census figures on illiteracy are 
not yet available. But there were 
more than three million white folks 
over ten years old, and nearly two 
million negroes, who could not read 
in any language, hi 1920, and the 
probability is that there are still 
three or four million illiterate citi- 
zens.

The announcement by the depart- 


ment of agriculture that the federal 
ugar cane experiment station at 
Canal Point, Florida, has developed 
a cane which yields a third more 
sugar to the acre than any previous- 
ly known variety, and is at the same 
time resistant to cane diseases, is of 
importance to everyone in the Unit- 
ed States. We consume several times 
as much sugar as any other nation in 
the world. Our sugar producers have 
had difficulty in competing with for- 
eign sources. The sugar industry in 
Louisiana was practically wiped out 
a few years ago by plant diseases; 
the Mississippi flood of 1928 almost 
finished the job. But the introduc- 
tion of a new type of sugar cane 
from Java, known as "P. O. J. 213,' 
has rejuvenated the Louisiana sugar 
industry, which is now producing 
five times as much sugar as in 1926. 


The new cane developed in Florida, 


called "C. P. 807," yields a ton more 
sugar to the acre of cane than does 
"P. O. J. 213.'i That should mean, 
eventually, both a reduction in cost 
of sugar to the consumer and better 
profits to the grower.

Uncle Sam has taken to the sea 


again. 


We have been hearing a great deal 


about the American merchant ma- 
rine, these past few years, but few 
realize the extent to which shipping 
flying our national flag has regained 
the commanding position on the high : 
seas that it used to occupy before' 
the age of steam. 


Before the great war there were 


so few American ships sailing to for- 
eign shores that our flag was almost 
totally unknown hi many of the most 
important ports of the world. For 
nearly sixty years that condition had 
been getting worse from year to 
year. 


Today the United States ranks 


second only to Great Britain in the 
number of our ships engaged in for- 
eign commerce, and only Great Bri- 
tain exceeds us in the annual volume 
of ship construction. And that con- 
dition is getting better, from our 
point of view, from year to year. 


In the old days of wooden sailing 


ships the United States led the 
world. In the first 75 years of our 
national existence Yankee shipyards 
built more craft than were built 
anywhere else. Our shipbuilders and 
designers strove to improve their 
models, until in the 1850's the Yan- 
kee clippers, the towering wooden 
sailing craft which penetrated to the 
utmost reaches of the globe, were 
the fastest ^and most profitable mer- 
chantmen afloat. They were at once 
the admiration and the despair of 
the British, our only rivals on the 
seven seas. 


Then three things happened, al- 


most at once. 


The iron ship and the screw pro- 


peller were introduced into the ship- 
building picture, and the United 
States became embroiled in a war

between the states. 


So long as ships were built of 


wood and propelled by sails, we had 
the advantage over everybody else; 
we had the timber, and the work- 
men, 
and the expert knowledge of 


ship construction; we also had a 
population 
living almost entirely 


along the seacoast, with a natural 
taste for the sea, and from this 
coastal population we could man our 
ships with the. best.. navigators anc 
sailors to be found anywhere. 


When it came to manufactures ol 


iron and steel, we were woefully be- 
hind Great Britain. We had built a 
good many steamships, to be sure, 
but they were mostly sidewheel 
craft for river and coastwise use and 
unfit for voyage to China, India, and 
around the Horn, in the wake of the 
old sailing clippers. 
We had not 


trained up a body of seagoing en- 
gineers who understood machinery 
And just as these innovations began 
to demonstrate that the day of the 
wooden sailing ship was past, all oi 
ur national energies were concen- 
.rated upon our own internal war. 


The Civil war over, we found that 
be British had captured our for- 
ign carrying trade with their iron 
teamships. We did not worry very 
much, for we had the problem before 
us of opening up and developing our 
wn west. Steel ships succeeded iron 
>ut it was almost fifty years before 
tve had developed sources of iron 


ore, and steel mills to utilize it, in 
sufficient strength to enable us to 
divert any considerable. part of our 
product to the building of modern 
ships. And just as we had got to the 
point where we could compete on 
even terms for the water-borne 
traffic of the world, another war 
broke out. 


As we had lost our ocean com- 


merce to Great Britain when we 
were deeply mvolved in a war, so 
we began tr> recapture it when Great 
Britain got into the greatest war in 
history. We seized our opportunity, 
and a comprehensive system of gov- 
ernmental aid to merchant ship- 
building and operation was adopted, 
comparing with the government sub- 
sidies with which the British had 
stimulated their own shipping in- 
dustry. 


Now, 
as I have said, we are second 


only to Great Britain, and a very 
close se<fpnd; and we are gaining 
every year. 


Last year, for example, 41 per cent 


of all of the ocean commerce be- 
tween the United States and the rest 
of the world war carried in Ameri- 
can ships. This year's figures will be 
larger. In another year or two craft 
flying the American flag will be 
carrying more than half of our for- 
eign trade; in another five years we 
will have regained the position we 
occupied in 1860. 


There were approximately 5200 


ships under 30 different flags, en- 
gaged in international commerce last 
year. They carried 111 million tons 
of freight, worth more than eight 
billion dollars. American ships car- 
ried more than 45 million tons of 
this. 


Most of these 5200 ships are very 


small craft. We are not building 
small ships for foreign service, but 
arge ones. Our foreign fleet con- 
sists of only 671 general cargo ships 
and 259 oil tankers, yet they were 
able to carry almost as much cargo 
as the remaining 4200 ships of all 


ing.

And 
we are carrying cargo and passen- 
gers to and from every port in the 
world. 


There are 177 seaports hi the 


United States, including our insular 
possessions. There are more than 
1400 
foreign seaports. Into practi- 


cally every one of these tlje Ameri- 
jcan flag has floated in the rpast year. 
Fifteen years ago there was not a 
single American-flag ship plying to 
African ports; today there are 22 
ships under our flag, each making 
several trips a year to Africa. In 
1914 there were just six American 
ships regularly engaged in traffic 
with Europe; now we have 230 ships 
on regular European routes. From 
five American ships running to 
South America in 1914, we have 
grown to 90. There were only five 
of our ships operating out of Pacific 
coast ports in the far east in 1914; 
today we have 140 ships running to 
Asia on regular routes. 


And our young men and boys are 


taking to the sea again, like their 
seafaring ancestors of the last cen- 
tury. For American ships must be 
manned, under the law, with Amer- 
ican crews, paid wages on an Amer- 
ican scale, fed by American stand- 
ards and otherwise treated better 
than the seafaring men of any other 
nation are treated.

total supply of oranges and grape- 
fruit in markets of the United^ 
States and Canada showed a de- 
cided reduction from that of the 
preceding year and of most recent 
years, states the annual report of 
the California Fruit Growers ex- 
change in summary of results of the 
fiscal year for citrus fruits. Both 
the California and Florida 'crops 
were light, but Porto Rico pro- 
duction, while not large in total, 
had recovered from the hurricane 
damage of 1926 and receipts from 
there were about normal. The Tex- 
as production is increasing but as 
yet is not sufficient to materially 
affect the total. 


With this lighter supply and gen- 


erally favorable weather conditions 
for shipment and distribution of 
the crop, the highest unit prices in 
recent years prevailed, and the 


markably successful and unless new 
outbreaks occur, which seems im- 
probable, Florida fruits and veg- 
etables can be shipped practically 
without restriction thruout the en- 
tire United States this coming sea- 
son, except to those states where 
individual quarantines are main- 
tained for other reasons.

The tragedy of the British airship 


"R-101," which caught fire and was 
destroyed with the loss of 47 lives 
on October 5th, brings to the fore 
the question whether the dirigible 
is, after all, any safer than the air- 
plane. 


The answer of the advocates of the 


dirigible is that, in proportion to the 
number of each type of aircraft in 
the air, there have been fewer fatal 
accidents in dirigibles than in heav- 
ier-than-air flying crafts, and that 
the demonstrated ability of such air- 
ships as the Los Angeles, the Graf 
Zeppelin and the R-100 to cross 
oceans safely, even to travel around 
the world, battling against storms 
which would certainly have wrecked 
any airplane, weights the balance in 
favor of the balloon or lighter-than- 
air craft. 


Just what caused the accident to 


the R-101 may never be definitely 
known. All that is certain is that, in 
a heavy storm over northern France, 
the ship touched the top of a low 
hill and burst into flames, only seven 
of her personnel of 53 escaping with 
their lives, and some of those seri- 
ously burned. What caught fire was 
not the fuel of the airship's motors, 
for those were of the Diesel type, 
using heavy oil instead of gasoline. 


The flames which destroyed the 


craft were of blazing hydrogen, the 
gas with1 which the ship was filled 
to make it lighter than air. 


It seems certain that if the R-101 


had been filled with helium instead 
of hydrogen, the crash probably 
would have had no fatal results. The 
ship did not fall from a height, but 
was driven close to the ground by 
the weight of a heavy rain, and did 
not respond to her elevating rudder 
promptly enough to enable the pilot 
to avoid a small hill which loomed 
up in front. But the shock was suffi- 
cient, apparently, to start a leak in 


struction. After she was built, it was 
decided to lengthen her, and a new 
mid-section 45 feet long was in- 
serted. This was done without in- 
creasing her engine power, which 
did not equal that the Los Angeles 
or the Graf Zeppelin. A similar fate 
befell the American dirigible Shen- 
andoah, a few years ago, after un- 
dergoing a similar operation. The 
Shenandoah was lengthened after 
being built, and she was caught in 
a line storm / over central Ohio and 
destroyed with great loss of life. 


Another great British dirigible, 


which was being built in England 
for the United States navy, also 
crashed because of structural defects 
a few years ago. Indeed, the only 
lighter-than-air ships of large size 
which have shown themselves stable 
and reasonably immune to serious 
accidents are those which have been 
built in Germany by the Zeppelin 
ompany, or have followed the Zep- 
pelin lines closely. Our own Los 
Angeles was built by Zeppelin's, and 
tvas awarded to the 'United States 
as one of the trophies of war. Be- 
ore the war there were many Zep- 
pelin airships running on regular 
jassenger service in northern Eur- 
ope, 
and so great is the confidence

On the R-101 a special smoking 
room had been fitted up for her 
passengers, which on this trip, the 
first attempt at a dirigible fligh 
from England to India, includec 
Lord Thomson, the British minister 
of war, and one of his chief aides 
This was believed to be perfectly 
safe, and it may have had nothing to 
do with the accident. Observers on 
the ground who saw the dirigible fly 
over Beauvais, France, just before 
the crash, told of seeing flames 
shooting from the engine exhausts, 
and it may easily have been from 
that source that the leaking hydro- 
gen was ignited. 


Aeronautical experts are substan- 


tially unanimous in the belief that 
such an accident could not have oc- 
curred had the ship used helium in- 
stead of hydrogen for lifting power. 
That was impossible for a British 
ship, however, for the only known 
large supply of helium gas is in the 
United States, and not only is its 
production controlled exclusively by 
the United States government, but 
its export to other countries is for- 
bidden by law. The Los Angeles, 
pur largest aircraft, is lifted by 
helium, and the same gas will be 
used for the two new dirigibles be- 
ing built for our navy at Akron. 
Helium is only a trifle heavier than 
hydrogen, but considerably lighter 
than air. 


The trouble with the R-101 appar- 


ently was in her design. She was too 
heavy for her engines, according to 
engineers who watched her con-

years more of living than the 1910 
baby.

sented by experts of the White 
House Conference on Child Health 
and Protection which will meet in 
Washington November 19-22. 


Further encouraging statistics 


supplied by the experts reveal that 
in 1929 the infant mortality rate 
dropped to 66.2 deaths among: each 
1,000 births, the second lowest 
ever recorded in the United States.
